A  reliable  neighborhood 
source  should  be  developed  and  an  alternate  Agent  should  be 
designated  to  assume  responsibility  for  the  suspect  in  the 
absence  of  the  assigned  Agent.  If  it  is  indicated  that  the 
suspect  may  personally  handle  explosives,  the  latent  Fingerprint 
Section  should  be  requested  to  include  him  in  the  single 
fingerprint  explosives  file.  The  effectiveness  of  this  file, 
will  depend  upon  the  field  offices!  furnishing  complete 
information  from  their  files.  This  should  include  the  names 
and  aliases,  as  well  as  descriptions  and  arrest  or  FBI  numbers’ 
of  suspects.”

For  information  of  all  offices,  captioned  six-story 
building  housed  the  University  of  Wisconsin  (UW)  physics 
department  as  well  as  the  Army  Mathematics  Research  Center  (AMRC) , 
an  unclassified  Atomic  Energy  Commission  facility.  The  building 
was  bombed  at  3:42  a.m.  8/24/70.  The  explosion  was  preceded 
by  an  anonymous  telephone  call  by  a  male  individual  to  the 
Madison  Police  Department  at  3:37  a.m.  advising  a  bomb  was  in 
the  building.  The  blast  and  subsequent  fire  resulted  in  one 
death,  several  injuries  and  an  estimated  six  million  dollars 
damage  to  the  building  and  contents.  The  explosive (s)  utilized 
have  not  yet  teen  positively  identified,  but  were  determined  to 
have  been  a  high-order  type  explosive  such  as  dynamite,  military 
or  homemade-type  explosive.  The  explosives  were  placed  in  a  Ford 
Econoline  van  which  was  stolen  three  blocks  from  the  building  on 
8/20/70.  The  blast  and  subsequent  fire  have  virtually  destroyed 
the  entire  building. 

Sterling  Hall  for  several  years  has  been  the  target 
of  demonstration  activity  by  radical  groups  led  by  Students  for 
a  Democratic  Society  (SDS)  which  protested  it  as  link  of  UW 
with  Federal  imperialist  government.'  SDS  vowed  to  use  all  means 
at  their  disposal  to  force  AMRC  off  campus.  The  structure

previously  suffered  damage  including  several  arson  attempts. 

On  8/28/70  UW  Board  of  Regents  announced  a  $100,000  reward 
for  information  leading  to  identity,  arrest,  and  conviction 
of  unknown  subjects;  requesting  information  be  furnished  to 
nearest  FBI  office.  In  view  of  seriousness  of  this  case, 
and  possibility  this  bombing  could  trigger  similar  tragic 
consequences  elsewhere,  it  is  imperative  that  early  solution 
be  made  in  this  case.  New  Left  extremists  have  previously 
announced  their  targets  include  Federal  buildings,  FBI  offices, 
and  other  law  enforcement  facilities. 

Each  office  will  immediately  contact  all  logical 
informants  and  sources  for  information  which  will  assist  in 
identifying  unknown  subjects.  Within  five  days  of  the  receipt 
of  this  communication,  each  office  will  advise  Bureau  and 
Milwaukee  without  fail  as  to  the  results  of  its  check  of 
informants.  It  is  imperative  that  each  office  not  merely  poll 
its  informants,  but  that  each  informant,  when  contacted,  should 
also  be  furnished  specific  instructions  to  make  necessary 
inquiries  for  the  purpose  of  developing  information  of  value. 
Information  so  developed  should  be  immediately  furnished  the 
Bureau  and  Milwaukee. 

You  should  insure  that  all  personnel  contacting 
informants  realize  most  radical  extremists  of  the  New  Left 
have  a  great  deal  of  mobility  and  are  known  in  radical  circles 
and  in  many  cases  have  been  active  in  various  sections  of  the 
U.S.  For  this  reason,  it  is  quite  possible  the  unknown  subjects 
may  not  have  come  from  Wisconsin  and  may  not  have  remained  there 
after  the  bombing.  For  the  same  reason,  it  can  be  expected 
that  the  explosives  utilized  may  have  been  purchased  or  stolen 
in  another  section  of  the  country  by  the  unknown  subjects  or  on 
their  behalf  by  others.

It  was  the  second  time  offi¬ 
cers  failed  to  recognize  the 
wanted  men.  Police  stopped- 
a  car  carrying  all  four  at  a 
roadblock  Aug.  24,  two  -hours 
after  the  explosion’  that 
wrecked  the  Wisconsin  Army 
Mathematics  Research  Cen¬ 
ter,  but  let  them  go  when 
they  said  they  wore  on  their 
Way  to  a  summer  resort.  " 

THE  'iWO  STOPPED  in 
Little  Falls  Thursday  night 
were  Karleton  Armstrong, 
22,  and  his  brother  Dwight, 
19,  both  of  Madison,  Wis.  The 
two  other  wanted  men,  Dav-  . 
id  S.  Fine,  18,  Wilmington, 
Del.,  and  Leo  F.  Burt,  22, 
Havefford,  Pa.,  also  were  re¬ 
ported  to  have  possibly  fled 
to  Canada. 

The  FBI  put  the  men  on 
the  most-wanted  list  on  the 
basis  of  Federal  warrants  is¬ 
sued  in  Madison  Sept.  2 
charging  them  with  sabo¬ 
tage, .destruction  of  govern¬ 
ment  property  and  conspira¬ 
cy.

Karleton  Lewis  Armstrong,  his  brother  Dwight  Alan 
Armstrong,  and  Leo  Frederick  Burt  and  David  Sylvan  Fine,  charged 
in  the  bombing  of  a  University  of  Wisconsin  building  in  which  a  research 
worker  was  killed,  have  been  added  to  the  FBI’s  list  of  "Ten  Most  Wanted 
Fugitives. " 

Federal  warrants  issued  at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  on 
September  2,  1970,  charge  the  four  men  with  sabotage,  destruction 
of  Government  property  and  conspiracy. 

The  four  fugitives  allegedly  participated  in  the  bombing 
of  Sterling  Hall,  a  six  story  building  on  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
campus,  on  the  early  morning  of  August  24,  1970,  with  the  blast  and 
subsequent  fire  resulting  in  the  death  of  a  33-year-old  researcher, 


cot 
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Robert  Fassnacht,  plus  several  injuries  and  an  estimated  $6  million 
damage  to  the  building  and  its  contents.  The  destroyed  building  housed 
the  University’s  Physics  Department  as  well  as  the  Army  Mathematics 
Research  Center  and  equipment  belonging  to  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission. 
Explosives  had  been  placed  in  a  panel  truck  stolen  three  blocks  from  the 
building  four  days  before  the  blast. 

Sterling  Hall  for  several  years  has  been  the  target  for 
demonstration  activity  by  radical  groups  led  by  the  Students  for  a 
Democratic  Society  which  protested  it  as  a  link  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  with  the  Federal  government.  The  Students  for  a  Democratic 
Society  vowed  to  use  all  means  at  their  disposal  to  force  the  Army 
Mathematics  Research  Center  off  the  campus.  The  structure  had 
previously  suffered  damage  as  a  result  of  attacks  on  the  building  by 
demonstrators. 

Karleton  Lewis  Armstrong, who  was  born  on  October  15,  1946, 
at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  is  a  white  American  who  formerly  attended  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  and  has  been  employed  in  the  past  as  a  machinist-- 
lathe  operator,  security  guard,  railroad  switchman,  and  assembly  line 
worker.  He  is  6’2”  tall,  weighs  185  pounds,  has  brown  hair,  brown  eyes,  a 
medium  build  and  a  medium  complexion.  He  reportedly  speaks  Spanish, 
is  a  strict  vegetarian  and  reportedly  uses  drugs.  He  has  been  known  to 
have  a  beard  and  mustache,  but  may  now  be  clean  shaven. 
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Dwight  Alan  Armstrong  is  a  white  American  who  was 

reportedly  born  at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  on  August  29,  1951.  A  high 
• 

school  dropout,  he  has  been  employed  as  a  chef,  dishwasher, 
mechanic  and  railroad  switchman.  He  is  5*  10”  to  5' 11”  tall,  weighs 
160  to  165  pounds,  has  brown  hair,  brown  eyes,  a  slender  build,  and 
a  medium  complexion.  He  has  a  scar  on  the  web  on  his  right  thumb 
and  also  reportedly  uses  drugs. 

Leo  Frederick  Burt,  a  white  American  reportedly 
born  at  Darby,  Pennsylvania,  on  April  18,  1948,  is  5’ 11”  to  6’  tall, 
weighs  185  pounds,  has  brown  hair,  hazel  eyes,  a  muscular  build, 
and  a  medium  complexion.  He  has  reportedly  worked  as  a  laborer 
and  watchman,  reportedly  wears  a  mustache  and  beard  and  has 
worn  his  hair  long  in  the  back. 

David  Sylvan  Fine  who  was  reportedly  born  at 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  on  March  18,  1952,  is  5f5”  tall,  weighs  140 
pounds,  has  dark  brown  hair,  brown  eyes,  a  medium  build  and  a 
medium  complexion.

fire  resulting  in  the  death  of 
a  33-year-old  researcher,  Rob¬ 
ert  Fassnaeht,  plus  several 
injuries  and  an  estimated  $6 
million  damage  to  the  build¬ 
ing  and  its  contents.  The  de¬ 
stroyed  building  housed  the 
University’s  Physics  Depart¬ 
ment  as  well  as  the  Army  Ma¬ 
thematics  Research  Center 
and  equipment  belonging  to- 
the  Atomic  Energy  Commis¬ 
sion.

The  files  should  be  thoroughly  reviewed  to  determine 
if  there  is  any  information  or  background  which  would  give 
basis  for  independent,  self- initiated  investigation  here  in 
Hawaii.  If  so,  such  investigation  should  be  initiated  without 
delay . 


All  incoming  serials  should  be  reviewed  to  insure 
the  information  contained  therein  does  not  alter  or  change 
the  direction  your  investigation  is  taking.  If  so,  appropriate 
adjustments  should  be  made. 

At  the  outset  all  SA s  should  insure  local  credit, 
criminal,  DMV  and  Drivers  License  records  are  checked  on 
subject’s  true  name  and  all  known  aliases.  During  review  of 
the  case  file  SAs  should  insure  all  pertinent  names  and  items 
have  been  indexed. 

While  the  SAG  is  permitting  above  leads  to  be 
exempted  from  the  usual  fugitive  deadline  rules  due  to  our 
geographical  dispersal,  nevertheless,  pertinent  developments 
should  be  brought  to  the  SAC’s  attention  without  delay  and 
developments  requiring  close  attention  or  additional  investi¬ 
gation  should  be  so  handled.

County,  Wisconsin,  Grand  Jury  subsequently  indicted  Armstrong  and 
the  other  three  men  on  six  felony  counts,  including  first-degree  murder, 
and  a  state  warrant. for  Armstrong’s  arrest  was  issued  on  August  31,  1971. 
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The  four  accused  men  allegedly  participated  in  the  bombing 
of  Sterling  Hall,  a  six  story  building  on  the  University  of  Wisconsin  campus, 
on  the  early  morning  of  August  24,  1970,  with  the  blast  and  subsequent 
fire  resulting  in  the  death  of  a  33 -year-old  researcher  plus  several  injuries 
and  an  estimated  $3  million  damage  to  the  building  and  its  contents.  The 
damaged  building  housed  the  University’s  Physics  Department  as  well  as  the 
Army  Mathematics  Research  Center  and  equipment  belonging  to  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission.  Explosives  had  been  placed  in  a  panel  truck  stolen 
three  blocks  from  the  building  four  days  before  the  blast. 

Sterling  Hall  was  the  target  for  several  years  of  demonstration 
activity  by  radical  groups  led  by  the  Students  for  a  Democratic  Society  which 
protested  it  as  a  link  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  with  the  Federal  government.

Though  tedious,  it 
is  recognized  that  the  fulfillment  of  this  responsibility  has 
accounted  for  or  formed  the  basis  for  the  apprehension  of  a  great 
majority  of  the  Bureau's  fugitives  and,  therefore,  is  the  foundation 
of  any  fugitive  investigation.

These 
individuals  should  be  located  and  thoroughly  interviewed  for  additional 
information,  the  identities  of  other  associates,  and  their  informant 
potential  assessed.  In  many  instances,  a  prior  associate  or  relative 
may  not  know  of  the  subject's  whereabouts;  however,  such  an  individual 
may  have  informant  potential  and  may  be  targeted  against  someone  who  is 
either  uncooperative  or  suspected  of  withholding  valuable  information. 
No  interview  of  a  prior  associate  or  relative  should  be  concluded 
on  the  basis  that  the  fugitive's  whereabouts  is  unknown.  To  the 
contrary,  each  interview  should  be  probative  and  cover  all  logical 
areas  which  may  assist  in  locating  each  fugitive. 

During  the  interviews  of  these  and  other  individuals,  be 
ever  alert  in  recognizing  latent  motives  for  their  cooperation.’ 

In  this  regard,  financial  inducement  should  be  considered  where 
appropriate. 

The  respective  office  of  origin  of  these  cases  should 
insure  all  logical  relatives  and  prior  associates  are  interviewed 
in  line  with  the  observations  set  forth  above.  Leads  received  by 
each  field  office  must  continue  to  be  promptly  and  meticulously 
covered.  Emphasis  must  be  placed  on  the  interviews  of  these  persons 
and  each  field  office  should  initiate  action,  including  a  review  of 
its  files,  in  order  to  effect  a  complete  follow-through  in  this  regard. 

It  is  imperative  that  instructions  set  forth  above  and  in 
referenced  communications  receive  your  constant  attention  and  are 
fully  implemented.  The  content  of  these  communications  should  be 
understood  by  supervisory  and  investigative  personnel  so  that  there 
is  full  recognition  that  investigation  conducted  by  each  office  is 
expected  to  precipitate  positive  results.

If  so,  such  should  be  expeditiously 
submitted  to  the  Identification  Division  for  comparison  /  * 
with  the  fingerprints  of  any  New  Left  or  antiwar  activist^' 
from  the  Madison,  Wisconsin,  area  who  could  possibly  be 
considered  suspects  in  this  matter.

Sufficient  investigation  should  be  conducted  by 
Milwaukee  in  order  that  complete  details  may  be  promptly 
made  available  to  the  Department  to  determine  if  a  violation 
of  the  sabotage  statute  exists.  You  should  be  guided  by 
those  instructions  contained  in  Section  86,  Manual  of 
Instructions,  relating  to  sabotage  and  furnish  the  Bureau 
a  communication  suitable  for  dissemination  in  accordance 
with  the  above  Bureau  deadline. 

In  view  of  the  other  acts  of  violence  which  have 
occurred  in  the  Madison,  Wisconsin,  area  between  12/28/69 
and  1/4/70,  you  should  continue  to  be  alert  for  evidence 
of  a  conspiracy  directed  against  the  military  and  Selective 
Service.  The  fact  that  the  underground  newspaper 
”Ka lei descope”  has  reported  this  matter  and  has  also 
expressed  a  knowledge  of  the  other  acts  of  violence  in  the 
Madison  area  would  indicate  such  conspiracy  and  you  should 
continue  to  locate  and  interview  members  of  this  staff  as 
soon  as  possible. 


NOTE: 


Underground  publication  at  Madison,  Wisconsin, 
alleges  bombs  were  dropped  from  a  stolen  airplane  on 
Army  ordinance  plant,  Baraboo,  Wisconsin.  Investigation 
indicates  aircraft  without  lights  was  sighted  over  ammunition 
depot  1/1/70,  but  no  bombs  have  been  found.  Investigation  was 
initiated  by  Milwaukee  and  that  office  has  been  instructed 
to  conduct  sufficient  investigation  to  determine  whether 
sabotage  violation  has  occurred  and  whether  act  is  part  of 
conspiracy  against  Selective  Service  and  military.

Results  of  examination: 

The  chemical,  ammonium  nitrate,  was  found  in  specimens 
Q1  and  Q2.  No  flammable  liquids  were  recovered  from  these 
specimens . 


Ammonium  nitrate  was  also  recovered  from  specimens  Q4 
through  Q6.  A  flammable  petroleum  1  hydrocarbon  mixture 
corresponding  to  the  heavier  fractions  of  kerosene  or  light 
fuel  oil  was  recovered  from  a  portion  of  the  bulk  soil  sample, 
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The  glass  fragments  in  Q3,  Q5  and  Q6  appear  to  have 
originated  from  a  large  jar  manufactured  by  Brockway  Glass 
Company,  Incorporated,  Brockway,  Pennsylvania,  Such  jars  are 
common  and  nothing  of  apparent  significance  was  found  from  the 
examination  of  the  broken  fragments  of  glass.

Enclosed  for  the  FBI  Laboratory  are  two  test  tubes 
which  contain  unknown  substances.  Test  tube  § 1  contains 
white  grandules,  soil  and  unknown  liquid  which  smells 
like  fuel  oil.  Test  tube  #2  contains  melted  snow  which 
had  discoloration  at  time  obtained.  Contents  of  both 
test  tubes  were  found  at  impact  area  on  Baraboo  Ordinance 
Depot  grounds  where  ’’bombs”  were  dropped  on  1-1-70. 

For  information  FBI  Laboratory,  two  "bombs”  were 
recovered  Baraboo  Ordinance  Depot  1-6-70  which  had  been 
dropped  from  stolen  airplane  while  flying  over  ordinance 
and  penetrated  6-8  inches  of  frozen,  snow  and  3-5  inches 
of  frozen  ground  but  failed  to  detonate.  Similar  type 
"bombs”  were  used  in  successful  firebombing  of  Army  ROTC 
buildings,  University  of  Wisconsin  campus  on  12-28-69  and*

The  Badger  Army  Ammunition  Plant  (BAAP)  is  located  approximately 
10  miles  southwest  of  Baraboo,  Wisconsin  on  U.S.  Highway  12. 

This  plant  manufactures  gun  powder  and  is  operated  under 
contract  by  the  Olin  Mathis on  Chemical  Company  for  the  U.S. 

Amy.  Security  of  the  plant  is  handled  by  the  Department 
of  the  Amy. 


At  about  5:09  PM  on  January  2,  1970  a  person  identifying 
himself  as|  |f or  the  "Daily  Cardinal", 

the  student  newspaper  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  (UW), 

Madison,  Wisconsin,  telephonieally  contacted  BAAP  and  advised  t>6

He  was  also  released  on  $207  bond  on  the  disorderly  conduct 
charge.  ladmits  to  FBI  Agents  making  the  telephone 

call  to  the  BAAP  on  January  2,  1970.  He  declines  to  furnish 
any  additional  information  upon  advice  of  counsel. 


The  January  Ii,  1970  issue  of  the  Madison  edition  of  the 
"Kaleidoscope",  an  underground  newspaper,  which  went  on  sale 
on  January  5,  1970,  carried  a  front  page  article  reporting 
the  bombing  incidents  at  facilities  housing  the  Army  R0TC 
Offices  and  classrooms  on  the  TJW  Campus  on  December  28,  1969 
and  January  3*  1970.  The  article  also  described  in  some 
detail  the  entry  into  and  the  vandalism  committed  at  the  IT.S. 
Army  Reserve  Center  on  January  1,  1970.  Also  the  article 
reported  the  theft  of  a  Cessna  13>0  airplane  from  Morey’s 
Air  Field,  Middleton,  Wisconsin,  on  New  Year’s  Eve.  The 
article  reported  that  the  plane  was  used  to  fly  over  BAAP  and 
dropped  bombs  which  failed  to  detonate. 


On  January  5,  1970  the  Dane  County  Sheriff’s  Department 
Advised  that  they  were  investigating  the  theft  of  a  Cessna 
150  Aircraft  from  Morey’s,  which  was  recovered  at  the 
Saule- Prairie  Airport  in  Sauk  City,  Wisconsin  on  January  1, 
1970.  The  plane  was  processed  by  the  Saule  County  Sheriff’s 
Department  and  two  latent  prints  were  developed  on  the 
control  wheel.  The  lifts  were  turned  over  to  FBI  Agents.

RE:  BOMBING  OF  BAAP 


A  crime  scene  search  at  the  point  of  recovery  of  the  plane 
on  January  1,  197Q  noted  that  two  sets  of  footprints  led  from 
the  abandoned  aircraft  and  crossed  a  field  and  went  through 
a  line  of  trees  to  a  barn  area  housing  horses,  This  barn 
is  located  approximately  300  to  4°°  yards  west  of  the  rural 
single  air  strip  of  the  Sauk- Prairie  Airport,  This  air 
strip  is  not  equipped  with  runway  lights.  No  photographs 
or  casts  were  taken  of  the  prints  as  they  were  90  percent 
covered  by  newly  fallen  snow.  Neighborhood  investigation 
at  the  point  of  recovery  was  negative, 

A  security  officer  at  BAAP  stated  that  he  observed  a  single 
engine  plane  flying  low  over  the  plant  at  about  2:13  AM  on 
January  1,  1970.  He  stated  that  this  plane  did  not  have  on 
its  running  lights. 

Theft  of  instant  aircraft  was  discovered  by  an  employee  of 
Morey*s  at  8:30  AM  on  January  1,  1970,  Recovery  and  location 
of  the  plane  was  telephonically  received  by  Field  P.  Morey  at 
9:30  AM  on  January  1,  1970.  The  aircraft  was  stolen  from  a 
storage  hangar.  Entry  into  the  hangar  was  made  by  prying  the 
outside  hinges  from  a  small  entry  door  in  the  hangar  doors 
on  the  east  side  of  the  building.  The  aircraft  was  parked 
near  the  west  doors  with  the  keys  in  the  ignition. 

Interview  conducted  by  FBI  Agents  determined  that  the 
aircraft  was  stored  with  a  full  tank  of  gas  at  approximately 
5:30  PM  on  December  31,  1969.  Field  Morey  was  the  last 
person  to  leave  the  air  field  after  making  a  security  check 
at  6:30  PM.  When  the  plane  was  returned,  it  was  filled  with 
gas  and  it  was  determined  through  the  consumption  of  11 
gallons  of  gas  that  the  unknown  subjects  possibly  had  the 
plane  for  one  and  one-half  hours.  Instant  plane  belongs 
to  Morey  Aircraft  Company  and  is  used  for  flight  instructions. 

Lists  of  licensed  pilots  has©  been  obtained  from  the  Morey 
Aircraft  Company,  UW  Flying  Club,  Frickelton  School  of  Aeronautic 
and  the  Four  Lakes  Aviation  Corporation,  all  in  the  Madison  area. 


M:  BOMBING  OP  BMP 


On  January  6,  1970  a  search  of  the  BMP  grounds  located  pieces 
of  glass  and  metal  tops  in  txtfo  separate  areas.  The  glass 
fragments  and  metal  tops  appeared  to  be  from  gallon  sized, 
wide-mouth  jars,  similar  to  the  type  used  by  restaurants  in 
storing  mayonaise  and  pickles.  It  also  appears  to  be  similar 
in  type  to  the  jars  recovered  at  the  bombing  site  of  the  T-16 
building  on  the  Ul"/  Campus  on  December  28,  1969.  The  one 
such  device  was  found  between  buildings  in  the  acid  area  in 
the  north  part  of  the  plant  and  the  second  one  near  a 
laundry  building  in  the  south  area  of  the  plant. 

There  was  no  damage  to  any  plant  facilities.  Soil  and  liquid 
specimens  have  been  submitted  to  the  FBI  Laboratory  in 
Washington,  D.C.  in  attempt  to  identify  the  possible 
explosive  substance.  Upon  receipt  of  the  results  of  such 
examination,  the  remaining  physical  evidence  will  be  submitted 
for  examination. 

Interviews  are  continuing  to  possibly  identify  unknown 
subjects  in  the  theft  of  instant  Cessna  aircraft. 
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The  requested  latent  prist  examination  is 
being  conducted  and  you  will  be  advised  of  the  results

In  the  matter  of  the  fire  bombs  of  the  ROTS 
facilities  on  the  University  of  Wisconsin  (UW)  campus, 

Madison,  Wisconsin,  glass  fragments  were  recovered  by  the 
Wisconsin  Fire  Marshal’s  Office,  These  fragments,  along 
with  fragments  recovered  from  the  bombing  of  the  Primate' 
Laboratory,  UW,  on  1/4/70,  which  is  located  across  the 
street  from  the  Wisconsin  State  Selective  Service  Head¬ 
quarters,  1220  Capitol  Court,  Madison,  were  examined  at  the 
Wisconsin  State  Crime  Laboratory,  Madison,  This  laboratory 
was  unable  to  identify  the  type  of  substances  used  to  ignite 
such  fires,  although  they  advised  that  they  could  not  locate 
any  traces  of  any  petroleum  based  products.  No  latent  prints 
were  developed  on  these  fragments.  It  is  believed  that  similar 
type  material  was  used  in  the  devices  dropped  at  the  BMP  on 
1/1/70,  Results  of  FBI  Laboratory  examination  may  result  in 
the  solution  of  all  cases  mentioned.

For  information  of  all  offices,  captioned  six-story 
building  housed  the  University  of  Wisconsin  (UW)  physics 
department  as  well  as  the  Army  Mathematics  Research  Center  (AMRC) , 
an  unclassified  Atomic  Energy  Commission  facility.  The  building 
was  bombed  at  3:42  a.m.  8/24/70.  The  explosion  was  preceded 
by  an  anonymous  telephone  call  by  a  male  individual  to  the 
Madison  Police  Department  at  3:37  a.m.  advising  a  bomb  was  in 
the  building.  The  blast  and  subsequent  fire  resulted  in  one 
death,  several  injuries  and  an  estimated  six  million  dollars 
damage  to  the  building  and  contents.  The  explosive (s)  utilized 
have  not  yet  been  positively  identified,  but  were  determined  to 
have  been  a  high-order  type  explosive  such  as  dynamite,  military 
or  homemade-type  explosive.  The  explosives  were  placed  in  a  Ford 
Econoline  van  which  was  stolen  three  blocks  from  the  building  on 
8/20/70.  The  blast  and  subsequent  fire  have  virtually  destroyed 
the  entire  building. 

Sterling  Hall  for  several  years  has  been  the  target 
of  demonstration  activity  by  radical  groups  led  by  Students  for 
a  Democratic  Society  (SDS)  which  protested  it  as  link  of  UW 
with  Federal  imperialist  government.'  SDS  vowed  to  use  all  means 
at  their  disposal  to  force  AMRC  off  campus.  The  structure

previously  suffered  damage  including  several  arson _ at tempts. 

On  8/28/70  UW  Board  of  Regents  announced  a  $100,000  reward 
for  information  leading  to  identity,  arrest,  and  conviction 
of  unknown  subjects;  requesting  information  be  furnished  to 
nearest  FBI  office.  In  view  of  seriousness  of  this  case, 
and  possibility  this  bombing  could  trigger  similar  tragic 
consequences  elsewhere,  it  is  imperative  that  early  solution 
be  made  in  this  case.  New  Left  extremists  have  previously 
announced  their  targets  include  Federal  buildings,  FBI  offices, 
and  other  law  enforcement  facilities. 

Each  office  will  immediately  contact  all  logical 
informants  and  sources  for  information  which  will  assist  in 
identifying  unknown  subjects.  Within  five  days  of  the  receipt 
of  this  communication,  each  office  will  advise  Bureau  and 
Milwaukee  without  fail  as  to  the  results  of  its  check  of 
informants.  It  is  imperative  that  each  office  not  merely  poll 
its  informants,  but  that  each  informant,  when  contacted,  should 
also  be  furnished  specific  instructions  to  make  necessary 
inquiries  for  the  purpose  of  developing  information  of  value. 
Information  so  developed  should  be  immediately  furnished  the  ! 
Bureau  and  Milwaukee. 

You  should  insure  that  all  personnel  contacting 
informants  realize  most  radical  extremists  of  the  New  Left 
have  a  great  deal  of  mobility  and  are  known  in  radical  circles 
and  in  many  cases  have  been  active  in  various  sections  of  the 
U.S.  For  this  reason,  it  is  quite  possible  the  unknown  subjects 
may  not  have  come  from  Wisconsin  and  may  not  have  remained  there 
after  the  bombing.  For  the  same  reason,  it  can  be  “expected 
that  the  explosives  utilized  may  have  been  purchased  or  stolen 
in  another  section  of  the  country  by  the  unknown  subjects  or  on 
their  behalf  by  others.  Since  the  explosives  used  had  to  have 
been  of  tremendous  quantity,  each  office  through  its  informants 
and  other  sources  should  be  alert  for  information  as  to  the 
-  purchase  or  theft  of  a  large  quantity  of  explosives  which  may 
have  been  used  in  this  case.

.an  unclassified  Atomic  Energy  Commission  facility.  The  building 
was  bombed  at"  3:42, a. m.  8/24/70.  The  explosion  was  preceded 
by  an  anonymous  telephone  call  by  a  male  individual  to  the 
Madison  Police  Department  at  3:37  a.m.  advising  a  bomb  was  in 
the  building.  The  blast  'and  subsequent  firs  resulted  in  one 
death,  several  injuries  and  an  estimated  six  million  dollars 
damage  to  the  building  and  contents.

Captioned  fugitives,  charged  in  the  bombing  of  a  University 
of  Wisconsin  building  in  which  a  research  worker  was  killed,  have  been 
added  to  the  FBI's  list  of  "Ten  Most  Wanted  Fugitives. "  Federal  warrants 
charge  them  with  sabotage,  destruction  of  Government  property  and  conspiracy. 

They  allegedly  participated  in  bombing  Sterling  Hall  on  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  campus  on  the  morning  of  August  24,  1970,  with  the 
blast  and  subsequent  fire  resulting  in  the  death  of  a  33 -year -old  researcher, 
plus  several  injuries  and  damage  estimated  at  $6  million.  The  'damaged 
building,  which  housed  the  University’s  Physics  Department  and  an  Army 
Mathematics  Research  Center,  has  been  the  target  of  demonstrations  by 
radical  groups  led  by  the  Students  for  a  Democratic  Society  which  reportedly 
vowed  to  use-all  means  at  their  disposal  to  force  the  Army~Mathematic s 
Research  Center  off  the  campus.

JOHN  0.  OLSON,  U.  S.  Attorney,  Western  District  of 
Wisconsin  (WDW),  Madison,  Wisconsin,  on  September  2,  1970, 
authorized  the  filing  of  a  Federal  complaint  charging  KARLETON 
LEWIS  ARMSTRONG,  alias  KARL  ARMSTRONG;  DWIGHT  A.  ARMSTRONG; 

DAVID  SYLVAN  FINE,  and  LEO  FREDERICK  BURT,  with  violation  of 
Title  18,  U.  S.  Code,  Sections  2155(a),  2155(b),  1361  and  371. 

Special  Agent  GEORGE  P.  BAXTRUM,  JR.  on  September  2, 
1970,  filed  the  complaint  as  authorized  before  JOHN  R.  ADAMS, 

U.  S.  Commissioner  in  the  WDW,  at  Madison. 

A  warrant  was  issued  and  delivered  to  the  U.  S.  Marshal 
for  the  WDW  at  Madison,  on  September  2,  1970. 

USA  OLSON  recommended  bond  be  set  in  the  amount  of 
$200,000.00  for  each  of  the  defendants  when  they  are  located. 

The  affidavit,  which  was  the  basis  for  filing  of 
the  Federal  complaint,  set  forth  that  the  Madison  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  had  received  a  warning  that  the  Army  Mathematics  Research 
Center  would  be  bombed;  that  officers  responding  to  the  explosion 
had  observed  a  light-colored  Corvair  speeding  from  the  scene; 
and,  that  other  officers  in  an  adjoining  county  had  stopped  a 
light-colored  Corvair  carrying  as  passengers  DWIGHT  and  KARL 
ARMSTRONG,  DAVID  FINE,  and  LEO  BURT. 

The  affidavit  further  set  forth  that  MAXIM  SLITER 
had  stated  that  KARL  and  DWIGHT  ARMSTRONG  had  told  him  they 
were  responsible  for  the  bombing  of  the  Badger  Army  Ammunition 
Plant  on  January  1,  1970,  and  that  a  nitrate  bomb  had  been 
used.  The  ARMSTRONGS  also  advised  SLITER  that  they  were  going 
to  perpetrate  further  bombings  in  the  near  future  and  that 
these  bombings  would  be  done  late  in  the  evening  so  that  no 
one  would  get  hurt. 

The  affidavit  went  on  to  identify  KARL  ARMSTRONG  as 
having  rented  a  trailer  and  having  purchased  fuel  oil  and 
nitrogen  fertilizer.  The  affidavit  went  on  to  describe  the 
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telephoned  requests  for  money  from  the  ARMSTRONG  brothers,  and 
the  search  at  947  Spaight  Street,  where  the  communication  taking 
responsibility  for  the  bombing  of  Sterling  Hall  was  found,  along 
with  notes  giving  the  names  of  DAVE  and  LEO,  as  well  as  KARL  and 
DWIGHT  ARMSTRONG. 

The  complaint  filed  with  the  U.  S.  Commissioner,  WDW, 
Madison,  on  September  2,  1970,  reads  as  follows:

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  SAC  in  these  offices  to  insure 
that  this  squad  receives  the  supervision  and  manpower  of  highly  qualified 
personnel  with  proven  ability  in  fugitive-type  work  and  in  intelligence  - 
gathering  techniques  in  the  Weatherman-New  Left  field..  This  special 
squad  must  be  made  up  of  Agents  who  have  the  best  potential  for  the 
development  of  informants,  surveillance  work,  and  the  pursuing  of 
imaginative  leads  and  development  of  information  necessary  to  locate 
hard-to-find  fugitives. 

Each  case  must  receive  attention  on*  a  daily  basis  and  all 
fugitive-type  leads  must  be  pursued  expeditiously.  Each  case  should  be 
promptly  reviewed  to  see  that  all  leads  suggested  as  a  result  of  intelligence 
gathered  heretofore  have  been  fully  exploited.  Such  a  review  may 
suggest  more  imaginative  leads  in  light  of  data  acquired  in  recent  months 
in  the  investigation  of  individuals  known  to  be  assisting  the  so-called 
Weatherman  underground  movement.  • 

■  .There  is  attached  a  list  of  46  fugitive  cases  considered  to 
fall  in  the  category  of  cases  to  be  handled  by  the  special  squads  in  the 
designated  offices.  As  will  be  noted,  the  offices  listed  above  are  origin 
in  one  or  more  of  these  cases. 

These  offices  should,  therefore,  review  the  instructions 
outlined  above  for  the  key  field  offices  keeping  in.  mind  that  any 
information  developed  concerning  this  type  fugitive  should  be  promptly 
disseminated  to  the  key  offices  so  that  there  is  close  coordination  in  the 
handling  of  these  most  important  fugitive  cases.  •  . 

While  primary  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  above  offices, 
it  is  expected  that  all  offices  will-,  fully  share  in  the  responsibility  for 
the  successful  handling  of  these  cases,  since  quite  obviously  the  life 
style  of  these  fugitives  suggests  they  could  reside  in  any  area  of  the 
country.  •  '*

TEN  MOST  WANTED  FUGITIVES  PROGRAM 
BUDED:  2/1/72 


Reference  is  made  to  SAC  Letter  73.-7  (G)  captioned  as  1 

above  dated  2/1G/71,  which  reminded  all  offices  of  their  individual 
responsibility  to  undertake  independent  and  self-initiated  investigation 
regarding  these  important  cases.  This  letter  also  reminded  you  that 
all  continental  offices  must  maintain  these  cases  in  a  pending  status  and 
are  to  fully  exploit  investigative  techniques  looking  toward  the  location 
of  these  fugitives. 

I  am  greatly  concerned  at  the  lack  of  the  results  obtained. 

During  1971,  only  one  Top  Ten  Fugitive  was  apprehended  directly  as 
the  result  of  investigative  activity  on  the  part  of  the  FBI.  It  is  intolerable 
that  those  fugitives  remaining  on  the  list  have  not  been  apprehended 
after  having  been  listed  as  Top  Ten  Fugitives  for  a  considerable  period 
of  time.  Far  more  independent  action  on  the  part  of  each  field  office 
as  well  as  individual  initiative  on  the  part  of  personnel  assigned  to 
these  cases  is  required  in  order  to  develop  productive  lea.ds  for  the 
apprehension  of  these  badly  wanted  fugitives.  As  Special  Agent  in  Charge;, 
you  are  personally  responsible  for  seeing  that  these  investigations  ^ 
receive  close  supervision  and  preferred  attention,  and  are  assigned  to  your 
best  Agents  qualified  for  this  type  of  work.  Since  all  continental 
offices,  not  only  offices  of  origin,  maintain  these  cases  in  a  pending 
status  and  are  expected  to  initiate  productive  investigation,  each  Special 
Agent  in  Charge  must  at  this  time  personally  review  the  qualifications 
of  the  case  Agent  and  Supervisor  to  insure  that  the  best  men  are  so 
assigned.  You  are  also  to  advise  the  Bureau  by  2/1/72  of  the 
administrative  procedures  followed  in  your  office  for  insuring  cases

are  receiving'  continuous  attention  and  set  forth  the  self-initiated 
action  you  have  taken;  areas  of  emphasis;  nature  of  investigation, 
such  as  informant  development,  surveillances,  interviews,  record 
checks,  etc. ,  devoted  to  Ten  Most  Wanted  Fugitive  cases. 

At  sixty-day  intervals  after  2/1/72  you  are  to  furnish 
similar  information,  together  with  the  number  of  Agent  man  hours- 
expended,  on  the  various  types  of  self-initiated  investigation.  At  that 
time,  in  the  event  no  positive  results  or  suggestions  have  been  initiated 
in  your  office,  the  cases  are  to  be  reassigned  and  specific  comment  should 
be  made  in  the  next  performance  rating  of  the  case  Agent  that  it  was 
reassigned  from  him  in  view  of  his  failure  to  initiate  or  produce 
positive  results. 

The  potential  for  violence  on  the  part  of  all  of  the  individuals 
involved  in  the  "New  Left”  movement  makes  it  particularly  important 
that  all  possible  steps  be  taken  to  apprehend  those  individuals  charged 
with  Federal  crimes.  The  fact  that  a  majority  of  the  subjects  on  the 
Ten  Most  Wanted  Fugitives  List  are  in  the  ”New  Left"  category  makes 
it  particularly  important  that  these  cases  receive  imaginative 
investigative  attention.  As  has  been  noted  previously,  these  cases 
offer  an  excellent  opportunity  for  developing  informants  both  in  the 
security  and  criminal  fields.  There  must  also  be  continued  close 
coordination  of  effort  in  the  security  and  criminal  areas  to  insure 
maximum  results  are  obtained. 

The  office  of  origin  in  each  Ten  Most  Wanted  Fugitives, 
case  is  to  advise  the  Bureau  immediately  of  the  identity  of  the  case 
Agent  and  Supervisor.  The  Bureau  is  to  be  similarly  advised  each 
time  a  new  fugitive  is  added  to  the  list.  It  is  absolutely  essential  that 
the  Bureau's  performance  in  connection  with  this  most  important  program 
be  immediately  improved.  The  Inspection  Staff  has  been  instructed  to 
intensify  its  emphasis  on  these  cases  and  to  recommend  drastic 
administrative  action  any  time  it  is  determined  that  the  program  is 
receiving  inadequate  and  unimaginative  attention.  They  will  not  be 
impressed  with  voluminous  records  of  negative,  nonproductive 
investigation,  and  will  immediately  identify  those  Agents,  Supervisors,  / 

Assistant  Special  Agents  in  Charge  and  Special  Agents  in  Charge  who  / 

might  try  to  adopt  a  fruitless  policy  of  spending  more  time  building  a 
record  to  justify  their  inability  to  produce  rather  than  concentrating-  theiir 
efforts  on  obtaining  results.

SAN  DIEGO  (UPI)  -  Police 
had  one  of  the  FBI’s  10  most 
wanted  fugitives,  an  alleged 
.radical  bomber,  in.  jailfor.three 
days  last  month,  but  released 
him  before  finding  out  his  true 
identity. 

Dwight  Armstrong,  24,  a 
suspect  in  the  deadly  bombing 
of  a  University  of  Wisconsin 
building  in  1970,  was  arrested 
Dec.  12,  after  he  was  grabbed 
by  a  market  owner  who 
accused  him  cf  trying  to  steal 
cheese.  - 

•He  gave  his  name  as  Douglas 
James  Hardy.  “He  had  quite  a 
bit  of  identification  in  that 
name,”  said  an  FBI  spokes¬ 
man.  “He  was  placed  in  jail, 
convicted  on:  the  charge  and 
sentenced  to  30  days.” 

Armstrong  would  have' been 
caught  if  it  were  not  for  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  jail.
